NEW ARGUMENTS

WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP)— 
Julius and Ethel Rosenberg's at- 
torneys carried back to the Su- 
preme Court today their dramatic 
fight to save the lives of the con- 
demned atom spies.

Douglas first granted a hearing 
to two newcomers to the defense 
scene, attorneys aDniel G. Mar- 
shall of Los es and Fyke 
Farmer of Nashville, Tenn., who 
spent nearly an hour arguing for 
a writ of habeas corpus. They told

The two attorneys said they 
told Douglas that the Atomic En- 
ergy Act supersedes the 1917 Es- 
pionage Act under which the 
Rosenbergs ‘were convicted.

the jury. The Rosenberg jury 
made no recommendation as to 
sentence, they said.

In the 1952-53 session of the 
Board of Aldermen, zoning 
changes were proposed for 45 
properties, nearly twice the num- 
ber of zoning bills introduced in 
the preceding ‘two years, he re- 
ported. The council opposed 30 
of the bills, but 16 of them were 
passed, eight being enacted over 
the Mayor's veto. 

Since the 1953-54 session be- 
gan April 21, 18 zoning changes 
have been proposed, of which 14 
are deemed objectionable by the 
council’s committee, Slattery said. 

“Not what’s good for St. Louis 
but what is good for me—that 
seems to be the attitude of the 
aldermen,” J. A. Wolf, council 
chairman, commented.

An Iota More Than Zero 


The House has finally passed a one-year exten- 


This 
overwhelming vote did not come until the trade 
act had died. The deceased will now be revived, 
but not without radical surgery:

Consequently there is less excuse than ever 
for blind protectionism in Congress. Our power- 
ful economy has little reason to fear foreign 
competition. Groups which once held out for 
high trade walls now want them broken in favor 
of prosperous business. 

More important, as President Eisenhower said 
in February, foreign policy should “recognize 
the importance of profitable and equitable world 
trade.” Trade offers a way to bolster our allies. 
It is a weapon in the cold war. How could a free 
world be built on fettered trade? 

Resuscitating the reciprocal trade program 
for a brief year is, under the circumstances, not 
much of a victory for foreign policy. But that 
much is essential if the Administration’s plan 
for “trade, not aid” is to come to anything ex- 
cept less aid and less trade.

BROAD FAR EAST 
TALKS EXPECTED

WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP) 
~—Secretary of State Dulles has 
revived speculation that the 
Eisenhower administration may 
seek a broad Far Eastern settle- 
ment with the Communists follow- 
ing a Korean armistice. 

President Eisenhower, the Sec- 
retary noted, said in his April 16 
address to the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors that “any 
armistice in Korea that merely 
relegsed aggressive armies to 
attack elsewhere would be a 
fraud.” Dulles told a questioner 
that conceivably the post-arm- 
istice conference might take up 
the question of the Communist- 
led Viet Minh insurrection in 
Indochina. 

Dulles did say that the primary 
purpose of the United Nations 
will be to assure the unification 
of Korea. That statement brought 
applause from congressional lead- 
ers, who, however, sounded a 
cautionary note against paying 
too high a price for an agreement 
with the Chinese Communists. |
